The fines and aentencea were im- 
poaed by City* Recorder Smith on 'Wed- 
neaday, rafter a trial held on Tuesday. 
In the case; of Young, it is the second 
offense. Clarence; Stewart was tried'.on 
the charge of renting-and keeping • a 
room where the gambling took place, 
but: a jury disagreed in his case, and 
his trial was set again for Wednesday, 
March 22. Several other young men, 
caught in the room at tho time that the 
local officers made the raid, were dis­ 
charged. City Recorder Smith ordered 
City Attorney Pence to isaue bench 
warrants for seven jurors who did not 
respond when their names were called, 
but owing to a plea of guilty being en­ 
tered by the persona accused, the jury 
was not needed and the bench war­ 
rants werp not issued. ' 


The city recorder, however, made the 
statement that in the future he will 
not tolerate the-habit of ignoring jury 
summons. If a Covina citizen is "sum­ 
moned for jury duty and does not ap­ 
pear, a warrant will be issued for his 
arrest, and ho will be placed in a posi­ 
tion where he may bo fined or impria 
oned, or both. The city officials say that 
it has grown to be altogether too com 
moo for men to ignore these calls for 
jury. duty,

Granite Paving Urged 


For Road District 


Vino Avenue. Project Hold Up for the 
Present to Investigate New Specifi­ 
cations—Under Old Method County 
Is Only Faying One-Fourth of Cost— 
Hearing on April 17. 


Much interest has been created dur­ 
ing the last three months in the Vine 
avenue improvement district in Val­ 
encia Heights. SuperylBor John J, Hum- 
ilton of the ilret district has written a 
letter to the petitioners and protest- 
ants, in which he states that the final 
hearing on this road district No. 55 
has been postponed until Monday, Ap­ 
ril 17. Ho says: 


My objeet in asking this continu­ 
ance is to keep the district intact until 
it can bo determined whether it is prac­ 
ticable to proceed with the present dis­ 
trict on different specifications. 


The estimated cost of the proposed 
Vino avenue improvement is $30,594.81, 
of which the county would pay $7,012.- 
40j and the owners of property on Vine, 
Merced, Francisquito, Cameron, 
Ser­ 
vice and intersecting Btroets, $22,081.81. 


The district seems to me to bo unfair 
one because the plan imposes a hoavy 
burden on proporty not directly bene­ 
fitted, whilo practically preventing tho 
future paving of the other streets on 
equal terms. 


Estimates made by the road commis­ 
sioner show that for $;>4,349.28, a dis­ 
integrated granite paving 20 feet wide 
could bo laid on Vine, Merced and 
Cameron, thus giving three streets ex­ 
cellent rdads at a cost of but $3,755.07 
more than that of boulevurding Vine 
avonue alone. This would seem to be 
much fairer to all conceruod and more* 
advantageous to the people and prop­ 
erty of tho district than tho plan pro­ 
posed, 


Tho granito is not inferior. It is a 
permanent road, stands up -well, and 
when proporly maintained gives entire 
satisfaction. However, there is no dis­ 
position on my part to urge tho people 
of the district to adopt this or any oth­ 
er road improvement unless they them­ 
selves desire it. It may bo preferable 
that the people along such street act 
independently or that nil improvements 
in that territory wait a year or two 
until thiB section is more fully devel­ 
oped.

UT of the 
wilder­ 
ness had come a 
painter.. 
Genius, 
w h o s e 
corona­ 
tions 
alone 
are 
democratic, h a d 
woven a cliaplet 
of chaparral for 
the brow of Lon- 
ny Briscoe. 
Art; 
whose divine ex­ 
pression flows impartially from the fin­ 
ger tips of a cowboy or a dilettante em­ 
peror, had chosen for a medium the 
Boy Artist of the San Saba. 
The out­ 
come, seven feet by twelve of besmear­ 
ed canvas, stood, gilt framed, in the 
lobby of the capitol..

With impunity might the 
tenderfoot ventilate his "stovepipe" or 
his theories of culture." The arts and 
sciences received nurture and subsidy. 
And, .therefore, it behooved the legis­ 
lature of this great state to make ap­ 
propriation for the purchase of Lonny 
Briscoe's immortal painting. 


Barely has the San Saba country 
contributed to the spread of the fine 
arts.

The tricksy spirit of creation

have incited him to attempted expres­ 
sion and then have sat hilarious among 
the white hot sands of 
the 
valley 
watching its mischievous 
work, 
for 
Lo.nny's picture, viewed as a thing of 
art, was something to have 
driven 
• away dull care from the bosoms of the 
. critics. 
> 
The painting—one mhjht almost say 
panorama—was designed to portray a 
typical western scene"; interest culmi 
noting in a central animal figure,* that 
of a stampeding steer, life size, wild 
eyed, fiery, breaking away In a mad 
rush from the herd that, close ridden 
by a typical cow puncher, occupied a 
position somewhat in the "right back­ 
ground of the picture. 
The landscape 
presented fitting and faithful 
acces 
sorles. 
Chaparral, mesquit and pear 
were distributed in just proportions. A 
Spanish dagger plant, with Its waxen 
blossoms in a creamy aggregation as 
\ large as a water bucket, contributed 
floral beauty and variety. 
The dis­ 
tance was undulating; prairie, bisected 
by 
stretches 
of 
the 
intermittent 
streams peculiar to the region lined 
with-the rich green of live oak and 
water elm. 
A richly mottled rattle 
snake lay coiled beneath a pale green 
clump, of prickly pear In the 
fore 
ground. 
A third of the canvas was 
ultramarine and lake white—the typi 
cal western sky and the dying clouds 
rainless and feathery 


Between two plastered pillars in the 
commodious hallway near the door of 
the chamber of representatives stood 
the painting. 
Citizens and lawmakers 
passed there by twos and groups and 
sometimes crowds to gaze 
upon It 
Many—perhaps a majority of tbem— 
had lived the prairie life and recalled 
easily the familiar scene. 
Old cattle 
men stood, reminiscent and candidly 
pleased, chattlns with brothers of for­

Sentftor 
Kinney 
wns the 
picture's 
champion and sponsor.' 
It was be who 
so often stepped. forward and assert­ 
ed, with the voice of n bronco blister, 
that Jt would be a;'lasting blot, sir, 
upon the unme. of-this, great state if 
it', should ' decline , to recognize in a 
proper manner the genius that hr.d so 


• •'brilliantly'transferred to Imperishable 
canvas a seeue so typical of the great 
sources of our state's wealth and pros? 
parity, land—and—er—Uve slock. 


Senator Kinney represented a sec­ 
tion of the state In the extreme west— 
400 mJJea from the Snu Subn country— 
bnt the true love* otfart J* not limited 
by metes and bonndx. 
Nor was Sen­ 


ator Mullens, representing the 
San 
Saba country, lukewarm In his belief 
that the state should purchase 
the 
painting of his constituent. 
He was 
advised that the San Saba country was 
unanimous in Its admiration of 
the 
great painting *by one of its own deni­ 
zens. 
Hundreds of eonnolsseurs had 
straddled 
th(*r-.broncos 
nnd 
ridden 
miles to view It before its removal to 
the capital. 
Senator Mullens desired 
re-election, and he knew the Impor­ 
tance, of the San Saba vote 
He also 
knew that with the help of * Senator 
Kinney, who was a power In the legis­ 
lature, the thing could be put through. 
Now, Senator Kinney had an Irrigation 
bill that he wanted passed for the ben­ 
efit of his own section, and he knew 
Senator Mullens could render him val­ 
uable aid and Information, the San Saba 
country already enjoying the benefits 
of similar legislation. 
With these In­ 
terests happily dovetailed, wonder at 
the sudden interest in art at the state 
capital 
must, necessarily, 
be 
small. 
Few artists have uncovered their first 
pictures. to the world under happier 
auspices than did Lonny Briscoe. 


Senator Kinney, and Mullens came to 
an understanding In the matter of irrl 
gatlon and art while partaking of long 
drinks in the cafe o» the Empire hotel 
"H'm!" said Senator Kinney, "I donAt 
know. 
I'm no 'art critic, but it seems 
to me the thing won't work. 
It looks 
like the worst kind of a chromo to me, 
I don't want to cast any reflections 
upon the artistic talent of your constit­ 
uent, Senator, but I, myself, woulc'u't 
give six bits for the picture—without 
the frame. How are you going to cram 
a thing like that down the throat of a 
legislature that kicks about a little item 
in the expense bill of $681 for rubber 
erasers for only one term? 
It's wast 
lng time. 
I'd like to help you, Mul­ 
lens, but they'd laugh us out of the 
senate chamber if wo Avere to try it." 


"But you don't get the point," said 
Senator 
Mullens, 
in 
his 
deliberate 
tones, tapping Kinney's glass with his 
long forefinger. "I have my own doubts 
as to what the picture is intended to 
represent, a bullfight or a 
Japanese 
allegory, but I want this legislature to 
make an appropriation 
to 
purchase, 
Of course, the subject bf the picture 
should have been in the state historical 
line, but it's too late to have the paint 
scraped off and changed. 
The state 
won't miss the money and the picture 
can be stowed away in a lumber room 
where It won't annoy any one. 
Now, 
here's the point to work on, leaving 
art to look after ltself—tbe chap that 
painted the picture is the graudson of 
Lucien '• Briscoe." 


'Say It again," said Kinney, leaning 
his' head thoughtfully.

'original Lucien Briscoe ?"

cien Briscoe. 
Did you ever hear of a 
special appropriation for the purchase 
of a home for the daughter of One

Indians as Briscoe did.

the door of the chamber of representa­ 
tives at frequent times for many days 
could be found the breezy, robust form 
of Senator Kinney and be heard his 
clarion voice reciting the past deeds of 
Lucien Briscoe in connection with the 
handiwork of his grandson.

tire picture received its meed of praise.

"is a dead ringer for Dead HOBS valley. 
Same grass, same lay of the land, same 
old Whipperwlll creek skallybootln' in

steer on the hoof delivered by a grand 
son of Lucien Briscoe! 
Where's your 
state pride, man? 
Two thousand is 
what it'll be. You'll Introduce the bill 
and I'll get up on the floor of the sen­ 
ate and wave the scalp of every Indian 
old Lucien ever murdered. 
Let's see; 
there wco something else proud and 
foolish he did, wasn't there? 
Oh, yes; 
he declined all emoluments and bene 
fits he was entitled to. 
Refused his 
bead right and veteran donation cer. 
tlflcates. 
Could have been governor 
but 
wouldn't. 
Declined 
a 
pension 
Now's the state's chance to pay up.

Tbas did fortune elect to smile upon 
the boy artist of the San Saba. 
Pate 
bad already done her share when she 
arranged bis atoms in the cosmogony 
of creation as the grandson of Lucien 
Brtsfcoe. 


The original Briscoe had been a plo 
neer both as to territorial occupation 
and in certain nets' prompted 
by a 
great and simple heart, 
He sad been 
one of tho first settlers, and crusnderm 
against.'the wild forces of nature, the 
savage and the shallow politician. His 
name and memory were revered equal 
ly with any upon the list 'comprising 
Houston. Boone. Crockett. Clark. and 
Green. 
He hnd lived simply, inde­ 
pendently and unvexed by ambition. 
Even a less shrewd roan than Senator 
Kinney could have prophesied that his 
state would hasten to honor nnd re­ 
ward his jyrandson. come out of the 
chaparral at even «o late n day. 
And so before the great picture by

Edging quite near to the 
picture, be would suddenly nt favorn 


more and somebody would 'a' been 
snake bit." 


With these artful dodges, contributed 
by Lonny's faithful coterie, with the 
sonorous Kinney perpetually sounding 
the picture's merits and with tiie sol­ 
vent prestige of the pioneer Bfiscoo 
eAVering it like a precious varnish, It 
seemed 
that 
the San Saba 
country 
could not fail to add a reputation as an 
art center to its well known superiori­ 
ty In steer roping contests and achieve­ 
ments 
with 
the 
precarious 
busted 
flush. 
Thus was created for tho pic­ 
ture an atmosphere, due rather to ex­ 
ternals than to the^artist's brush, but 
through it the people seemed to gaze 
with more admiration. 
There was a 
untglc In the name of Briscoe 
that 
counted high against faulty technique 
nnd crude coloring. 
The old Indian 
lighter and wolf slayer would 
have 
smiled grimly In his happy 
hunting 
grounds li:ul he known that his dilet­ 
tante ghost was thus figuring as a\\ 
art patron two generations nfter bis 
uninspired existence. 


Camo the tiny when the senate was 
jspeftod to puss tho bill of Senator 
Mullens ttpproprlntliig $2,000 for 
the 
purchase of the picture. 
The gallery 


Df the senate chamber was early pre­ 
empted by Lonny and the San Saba 
lobby. 
In tho front row of chairs they 
•?:tt. wild haired, self conscious, Jing­ 
ling, creaking and rattling, subdued by 
the majesty of the council hall. 


The bill wns Introduced, went to the 
«cc»nd rending, and then Senator Mul 
ions spoke for It dryly, tediously and 
it lengthy Sanntor Kinney then arose, 
>ind the welkin seized the bellrope pre­ 
paratory to ringing. 


Senator Kinney spoke for an hour. 
History was his theme—history mtti- 
.trntod by patriotism nnd sentiment. Ho 
referred casually to tho picture hi the 
outer hall—it was unnecessary, he said, 
to dilate upon its merits—the senators 
had seen for themselves.

Blandford, Grayson and Flum­ 
mery all wbeelhorses and orators andc 
provided--with, plentiful 
memoranda 
concerning the deed* o f Pioneer Bris­ 
coe,' had agreed to furnish the motive 
power. 


Tbe San Saba lobby and its protege 
stumbled awkwardly down the stairs 
and out into tho capitol yard. 
Then 
they herded closely and gave one yell 
of triumph. 
But one of thorn—Buck 
Kneed Summers It was—hit the key 
with tho thoughtful remark: 


"She cut tho mustard." ho said, "all 
right. 
I reckon they're goin' to buy 
Lon's steer.

Nev«r again, thanks to new methods 
discovered at the University

fornia, need a patient who has nothing 
but 
chickenpox 
be* quarantined 
for 
smallpox, nor a man who has smallpox 
be released too soon from 
quarantine 
on the mistaken ground he had 
only 
chickenpox. 


A 
new 
and 
conclusive 
method 
for 
making an unmistakable discrimination 
bdtween smallpox and chickenpox 
has 
been discovered by Dr. J. N. Force, ns- 
sistant. professor of epidemiology in the 
University 
of 
California. 
This 
new 
method has now for the first time been 
used in public health work, with 
the 
gratifying result ofs etting free 
from 
quarantine a woman suspected of small­ 
pox.

This case of suspected smallpox was 
found 
in 
Stockton. 
The 
local ^health 
officer found 
this to be a .borderland 
case—one 
of 
those 
eases where it 
is 
impossible by examination 
of the pa­ 
tient 
to 
decide 
whether 
is 
is 
really 
smallpox or only chickenpox. 'Dr. J. G. 
d i m m i n g , director of the state hygienic 
laboratory maintained 
at the 
Univer 
sity of California by the state board of 
henlthj w a s invited 
to Stockton. 
Hi 
agreed with the local healtn officer that 
this was inded a borderline case, im­ 
possible to be differentiated 
by. ordin­ 
ary methods. 
On his suggestion 
Prof. 
Force was asked to solve the puxalc by 
the use of his new methods. 


T w o rabbits gave the answer. 
Two 
years ago they had been vaccinated by 
Dr. Force and were rendered thoroughly 
immune to smallpox. 
These vaccinated 
rabbits were inoculated 
with material 
from 
the 
Stockton 
case 
and 
at,, the 
same time inoculuted with the vaccine 
for smallpox. 
Twenty-four hours later 
a perfectly definite reaction of' inrrnun- 
ity showed on the skin' where the vac-, 
cine had been applied, and no reaction 
whatever where the material from, the 
Stockton case had been applied'.on-the 
rabbits' skin. 
This 
test, harmless 
to 
the rabbits, proved beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that the Stockton 
patient 
was not suffering from smallpox^ and 
so, within forty-eight hours from 
the 
beginning of flfte tost, she was set free 
from 
quarantine;

Issues a bench w a r r a n t , and It 1B very liable t o go h a r d w i t h t h e 
d e l i n q u e n t

village. 
T h e police judge in Covina naturally hesitates before t a k i n g 
drastic 
action against m e n who a r e his neighbors and friends, even though they h a v e 
flagrantly ignored t h e law. 


The solution of t h e difficulty is for the m e n of t h e city of Covina to look 
upon Jury d u t y as something t h a t m u s t be discharged, no m a t t e r w h a t m a y seem 
t o Intervene.

Occasionally, very semi-occasionally, 
this subject bobs up bot of its odorous 
casket, and there is an exhibition of 
pantomimic action. But since the grand 
jury of 1010 visited and solemnly con­ 
demned the hog farm, 'there has never 
been anything done that would disturb 
the Japs in 'their malodorous business 
of feeding maggotty garbage to hogs 
and feeding the hogs to people. The 
hog farm has successfully defied all the 
officials of Los Angeles county.. . 


In the rooms of" the board of super­ 
visors on Monday, there was another 
one of these Everett True outbursts, 
according to, the Times, as follows: 


Supervisor Pridham started the ball 
rolling when he said the ordinance to 
prevent such a practice, though so vital 
to the public health, is not enforced. ^ 


Later the matter was again brought 
up, when Supervisor Pridham declared 
the county health officer had been noti­ 
fied to order ranchmen to stop feeding 
garbage to their swine.. " I f this offi­ 
cial cannot enforce the ordinance, let's 
get someone who can," he said. 


He stated that in several parts of 
the county large hog farms have been 
started, and the proprietors, 
mostly 
Japanese, are buying garbage from the 
Bmaller municipalities. "This garbage 
is reekingly filthy, far worse than was 
formerly sent from the city-of Los An- 


-' geles to the hog farms near Covina," 
he declared. 


"One of the farms near the Foothill 
boulevard is an absolute menace to 
travel, its odors permeating several 
miles ground • and . causing tourists to 
complain bitterly, in addition to mak­ 
ing the life of residents in the vicinity 
almost unbearable."

.:%bout twenty shippers, meeting at 
the'-^l of Colonel Harris Weinstock, 
chairman of the California state mar­ 
ket commission, at the Alexandria, in­ 
dorsed the idea of a state bureau to 
control the vast and intricate "nerve 
system" of citrus fruit shipments and 
appointed seven men to confer with 
him. This committee comprised P. F. 
Cogswell, El Monte; A. Gregory, Bed-, 
lands; W. E. Sprott, Porterville; C, C. 
Teague, Santa Paula; E. M. Lyon, Red- 
lands; H. E. Swan, Ontario, and H. C. 
Carr, Porterville. 
From this number
